The 
trade ig cleaned. up on high priced 
stock and is-coming back for morc. 

The same paper says~the influ- 
enza epidemic is spreading in many 
sections-of the country and is swell- 
ing thé demand for Jemons. Cali- 
fornia. lemons .are given ‘preference 
over foreign stock and as a result 
shipments are now going forward at 
an average of 25. cars daily..So. far 
Californta’ quotations are on a. basis 
of $5.00 to $5.50 for best stock. 

Since the above statement was 
written by the Fruit World, it is 
understood that the demand has in- 
creased materially and that in some 
cases much higher prices have been 
offered than those quoted in the re- 
port.

It’ appears ‘that’ thee'trade is begin- 
ning to realize the fact that the 
crop is small, the latest estimates 
bringing the total for navels down 
to not ovér 10,000 cars: ~~ . 

Independent buyers have. increas- 
ed the offers, several purchases at 


$4.25 having been reported and in 
some cases higher prices have been 


offered for fruit now on the trees. 

Danger. from frost damage has 
passed and shippers generally are 
looking forward to a steady. advance 
in price. Local growers are enthu- 
siastic over the situation and the 
result is that the number of buyers 
is increasing. particularly among ex- 
perienced citrus men. 

The California Produce News. as 
early as January 7th, predicted that 
California navels 
not less than $5 “cash California” 
price before the season became well 
advanced and the present outlook 
seems to verify this prediction. 

The Produce News also predicts 
one of the earliest clean-ups of nav- 
els in récent years. “

Although they are rather well-to-do 
and are priests of the main religion 
which is belfeved in, to a certain ex- 
tent, by the bulk of the people, 
they are universally known as fakes.

Idols are not used very much in 
India although some people _ still 
have superstitious ideas about a 
few very ancient idols.

Professor Mather spoke in the 
Monday morning assembly and had 
as his subject, “The League of Na- 
tions and the Peace Treaty.”

If the nations go into the League 
suspicious of the other members and 
looking out for their own interests, 
the League of Nations will fail, but 
if the nations are disinterested and 
if they try to benefit the whole wofld 
the League will be a world politl- 
cal power.
